“Sxrronns of Excursions to Ohusan 
Pootoo, Nanking, and Kioto” is the 
title of a small work, just published, 
from the pen of Mr, B.S, Gundry of 
the North China Herald, Shanghai. 
[he book ia searcely one calling’ for a 
detailed review. As the author states 
in hig preface, the volume ia merely a 
collection of letters that haye been pub- 
lished from time ‘to time in the Herald 
at Shanghai or the.London Zimee, 
revised, however, added to, and in some 
canes connected, in the compilation, Mr 
Gundry's descriptions of his excursions, 
made as these were’ to f 
paratively little ‘known to” foreigners, 
but abounding in objects and-aghts of 
interest, aa well agin historical ansooia: 
tions, will be read. with pleasure by 
every one who takes. up the book, It 
is to be hoped thatthe republication, in 
this form, of the author's remarks with 
rogard: to the state of the graves of tho 
foreigners, who. were-killed.or.died from 
disease ab Ohusan. will result in the at- 
tention’ of the propor authorities. being 
drawn to the subject, These gravea are 
said to be sadly ‘out-of repair, and “ the 
awful record of 431 deaths in the 55th 
Regiment stands amids) brick-stacks, 
granite slabs anda heap of empty fish 
shells.” Then-again the Chineso are 
commencing’ to deposit thoir dead among 
the ashes of the foreigners, and while the | 
author cannot regard this at desecration, 
yet he would rather that suck encroach- 
ments were not made, The paper was 
written in, 1872, but it appears from a 
foot-note to the page that, although some 
repairs have been made to one or two of 
the\monuments, yet the graves are still 
neglected.

A MONSTER BALLOON. 
Visitors to tho Exhibition -of 1867 may 
remembor on the Champ de Mars a captive 
balloon of large size. 


This was the first 


captive balloon, that had beon mancouvred 
by means of a steam-engine, the balloon 
itself having beon 176,060 cubic feet in 
capacity, and capable of rising upwards of 
800 fect above the ground. ‘This was at 
the time considered a great serostatic 
triumph; and wasdue to M. Henry Giffard, 
the inventor of the well-known “ injector,”, 
from which invention, for many years past, 
he has been in the enjoyment of a handsome 
fortune. The organizers of the Philadelphia 
Exhibition asked M. Giffard, wo believe,.to 
constradt a similar balloon for the great 
Centenary display, but the wealthy French- 
man would not.listen'to the proposal, as he 
wished to reserve an aerostatic surprise for 
the -visitors to the next International 
Exhibition of Paris.
